A  St.  John’s  Ambulance  is  kept  in  the  town  for  non- 
inf  ectious  cases,  and  West  Heath  Sanatorium  Ambulance  for 
infectious  cases  and  bedding. 


Nursing  in  the  Home. 

A  service  is  provided  for  subscribers  by  the  Local  Nursing 
Association. 

Clinics  and  Treatment  Centres. 

Adequate  and  convenient  Clinics  are  available  for  Tuber¬ 
cular,  Orthopaedic,  Ante-natal  and  V.D.  cases ;  and  an 
additional  service,  namely  :  Radium  Clinic  for  Cancer  cases, 
with  a  visitant  consultant,  has  lately  been  formed. 
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The  Child  Welfare  Centre. 

is  held  at  the  Marriott  House  every  week.  Nurse  Owen  is  in 
charge,  and  she  is  assisted  by  the  Ladies  of  the  Town  and  the 
local  Nurses.  The  local  Doctors  attend  for  one  year  altern¬ 
atively,  and  Dr.  Jean  Shaw,  of  the  County,  inspects  at  intervals.

No  Baby  Competition  was  held  during  the  year,  but  a 
delightful  Tea-party  before  X’mas.  was  given  by  the  Ladies. 

Manchester  Hospitals  subscribed  to  by  Town  and  Works 
admit  freely  all  medical  and  surgical  cases.  Crewe,  Winsford, 
and  the  Potteries  Hospitals  take  a  few  selected  surgical  and 
medical  cases.  Arclid  Infirmary,  with  80  beds,  belonging  to 
the  Cheshire  County  Council,  admits  poor  medical  cases  free 
and  others  at  a  reasonable  cost.  It  also  admits  mental  cases 
and  accidents.  It  is  being  fitted  up  with  Operating  Theatre, 
etc.,  etc.,  and  is  to  be  used  as  a  Base  Hospital  in  the  event 
of  Air  Raids. 

Maternity  cases  can  have  Specialists,  if  necessary,  at  the 
Manchester  Maternity  Hospitals,  Longton  Cottage  Hospital, 
Sandbach  Nursing  Home,  Arclid  and  Crewe  Maternity  Home. 
The  County  Council’s  appointed  Specialists,  besides  giving 
service  at  those  centres,  are  available  for  consultation  or  active 
treatment  in  the  patient’s  own  home  if  necessary. 

The  Sandbach  Nursing  Home  is  fully  equipped  for  surgical, 
medical,  and  maternity  cases. 

Infectious  cases  are  removed  to  West  Heath  Sanatorium, 
Congleton.  The  removal  is  affected  by  Motor  Ambulance, 
and  they  also  disinfect  bedding,  etc. 

A  Small-pox  Hospital  at  Arclid  is  kept  in  readiness  and 
has  ten  beds. 

A  series  of  Lectures  under  the  M.O.H.  Department  on 
food  diet  and  fitness  will  be  given,  starting  in  April,  1939. 

Classes  for  Physical  Fitness  under  the  M.O.H.  Depart¬ 
ment,  and  under  the  direct  supervision  of  fully  qualified 
Instructors  will  be  given,  starting  in  April,  1939,  if  the 
instructor’s  fees  can  be  found. 
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Sanitary  Circumstances  of  the  Area. 

Water. 

The  mechanical  filter  and  base  exchange  softeners  have 
continued  to  give  a  very  satisfactory  quality  of  Water,  and 
there  has  been  no  difficulty  in  maintaining  a  stabilised  supply 
at  about  five  degrees  of  hardness. 

During  the  year  an  Electric  Motor  capable  of  driving  all 
the  Waterworks  plant  was  installed  and  has  been  satisfactory. 
With  this  60  h.p.  Motor  and  the  Crude  Oil  Engines,  we  now 
have  duplicate  driving  plant,  each  set  of  which  is  of  sufficient 
power  to  cope  with  the  maximum  consumption. 

There  were  no  long  extensions  of  supply  mains  during 
1938,  the  only  extension  being  about  80  yards  in  Hind  Heath 
Road,  near  the  Ettiley  Heath  Goods  Station.  42  connections 
were  made  to  the  mains  during  the  year,  and  from  these  65 
additional  Dwelling-houses  will  be  supplied. 

Drainage  and  Sewage. 

The  major  portion  of  the  Sewage  is  treated  at  the  Hind 
Heath  and  Elworth  Works.  A  small  portion  of  El  worth 
Street  and  Brad  wall  Road  Sewage  is  treated  at  the  Elworth 
Street  Filter  Bed,  which  is  working  very  satisfactory. 

The  question  of  the  increased  load  now  placed  upon  the 
Elworth  Works  is  having  further  consideration  by  the  Council.

Extra  labour  is 
employed  during  holiday  periods  so  that  a  regular  service  may 
be  maintained.

Forty-nine  visits  have  been  made  to  the  Bakehouses  in 
the  area.  There  are  seven  on  the  register  and  a  few  Confec¬ 
tioners  with  limited  sales.

Arrangements  for  Disinfection. 

Infected  bedding,  clothing  and  other  articles  are  sent  to 
West  Heath  Sanatorium  for  steam  disinfection.  Premises  are 
immediately  disinfected,  and  printed  instructions  and  disinfec¬ 
tants  are  issued  to  the  persons  in  charge  of  the  premises. 

Sixty-six  inspections  of  such  houses  have  been  made. 

Schools. 

All  the  Schools  have  a  good  supply  of  Water  and  are 
now  effectively  sewered,  and  general  improvements  are  being 
carried  out. 
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The  Clearance  Scheme. 


The  Houses  for  the  re-housing  of  persons  displaced  under 
the  Council  Clearance  Scheme  have  all  been  occupied  during 
the  year.  There  are  thirty-two  Houses  splendidly  situated  in 
the  East  Ward  ;  they  are  known  as  Stringer  Avenue.  Twenty- 
six  Houses  have  been  demolished. 

The  consideration  for  the  erection  of  more  Houses  during 
1939  is  being  considered. 


Individual  Unfit  Houses. 

Four  of  the  seven  Houses  which  were  unfit  have  now 
been  demolished.  The  occupiers  of  the  remaining  three  have 
not  yet  found  suitable  accommodation.
